vY hat’s more, Gossett believes 
there will be enough votes in 
Congress favoring States’ rights 
in tidelands and that a veto can 
be overridden if President Tru­ 
man carries through with his 
threat to veto such a bill. 
Gossett, a leader in the effort 
to guarantee the states title to i 
submerged lands abutting their! 
shores, based his prediction on! 
his estimate of how individual i 
members elected to the new Con-1 
gross will vote on tidelands leg-1 
i alation. 
Republicans always have been 
more favorable to the states’ 
viewpoint on tidelands than have 
the Democrats in Congress, al­ 
though there is widespread sup­ 
port for the states among South­ 
ern Democrats. Gossett feels the 
added Republican strength of the 


82nd Congress will be just enough . 
to insure passage o f a bill which I 
would g iv e the sta te s title to the 
subm erged lands. 


Gossett said he will make an 
effort soon after the 82nd Con­ 
gress meets next January to have, 
the Walter bill reported out of} 
the House Judiciary Committee 
so that it can be passed by the 
House without unnecessary de­ 
lay. 
The W alter Bill was ap­ 
proved by the judiciary group, of 
which Gossett is a member, this 
year, but was never considered 
by the House because proponents 
feared they did not have enough 
strength to overcome the certain 
presidential veto. The Senate did 
not consider a tidelands bill in 
the 81st Congress, and there ap­ 
pears to be no chance that either 
house will take action on tide­ 
lands in the short session which 
is to begin Nov. 27. 
The Texan said he does not be­ 
lieve it will be necessary for th e1 
House Judiciary Committee to 
conduct hearings on the W alter 
Bill next year, since extensive 
hear ings were hi Id in the 81st 
Congress and most members of

lands, retired, not seeking re­ 
election. Senator Donnell of Mis­ 
souri, who blocked Senate action 
on the States’ tidelands bill in 
1947 by himself, was defeated in 
Missouri.

Quail Season is 
Near At Hand 


Austin.—Quail hunters in most 
of the state may look forward to 
improved quail hunting this fall, 
states the executive secretary of 
the Game, Fish and Oyster Com­ 
mission. 


The quail hunting season for 
the state is from December I 
through January 16, both days 
inclusive, with a bag limit of 
twelve per day or thirty-six per 
week. 
However, in the twenty- 
eight county area of the Pan­ 
handle, only ten birds per day 
may be taken with a possession 
limit of twenty. 
West of the 
Pecos the season is open only 
during December and the daily 
bag limit is twelve, with not 
more than twenty-four in posses­ 
sion. There is no open season on 
Mearns quail. 


The 
executive secretary ex­ 
plains that many counties have 
special 
quail 
laws and 
urges 
hunters to check the local regula­ 
tions before they go hunting. 
Wildlife biologists of the Game 
Department are conducting stud­ 
ies of quail populations through 
examination of quail wings again 
this year. 
The executive secre­ 
tary requests hunters to coope­ 
rate in this work by sending one 
wing from each bird they kill to 
the Game, Fish and Oyster Com­ 
mission in Austin. A study of 
quail wings will show the per­ 
cent of young birds and indicate 
the production and survival for 
the year. 
To facilitate mailing of wing 
collections, the Game Commission 
will supply special business re­ 
ply envelopes on request. 
These 
provide space for recording per­ 
tinent data and require no post­ 
age from the hunter. The active 
help of hunting clubs and other 
groups is being soliicted. 
It is essential that wings from 
cocks and hens be placed in sep­ 
arate envelopes but any number 
of wings from birds of the same 
sex may be placed together. Only 
one wing from each bird should 
be saved.. 
Date and county of 
collection are also necessary. 
If 
official 
envelopes 
are 
not 
at 
hand, any kind of paper sack will 
suffice if properly labeled. 
One further bit of information 
is requested. 
In order to com­ 
pare quail populations in differ­ 
ent parts of the state, a place on 
the 
wing 
envelopes 
will 
be 
shown for recording the number 
of coveys found per day of hunt­ 
ing. 
The 
executive 
secretary 
states that this will also add to 
the picture of the state quail sit­ 
uation.

Rub inside of cleaned duck 
with salt and pepper and place 
a laige onion or peeled apple in 
the cavity. Place 2 or 3 strips of 
bacon across the breast of each 
bird. 
Bake uncovered in a mod­ 
erate oven (325°-350° F.) until 
done. 
Young ducks will roast in 
approximately 11 a hours while 
old ones will require 30 to 45 
minutes longer.

Many Cows Lose 
Money For 
Their Owners 


College Station.—A butterfat 
production 
of more than 200 
pounds a year was necessary for 
a cow to be a profitable animal 
in the dairy herd in 1949. 
A. M. Meekma, assistant dairy 
husbandman for the Texas A<&M 
Extension Serv ice, says that the 
proof of this statement is shown 
by production records in Dairy 
Herd 
Improvement Association 
herds, 
as 
compiled 
by 
the 
USDA’s Bureau of Dairy Indus­ 
try over many years. 


Cows that averaged 200 pounds 
of butterfat in the association 
herds in 
1949 consumed $131 
worth of feed and returned $121 
over feed cost. 
Since the feed 
cost represents 50 to 60 per cent 
of the total cost of keeping a 
cow, the return from these cows 
was about $10 less than the cost 
of keeping them. 
In fact, Meekma says that the 
bureau’s DHI A analysis shows 
that in most areas, a cow should 
produce substantially more than 
200 pounds of butterfat a year 
to make a profit for her owner. 
At higher levels of milk pro­ 
duction, the cost of production 
I per gallon is less. For instance 
the average butterfat production 
for all cows enrolled in the asso­ 
ciations in 1949 was 359 pounds. 
These 
cows 
consumed 
$156 
worth of feed and returned $234 
over feed cost to their owners, a 
net income of $78 per cow.
